After a half-year nationwide 
search, Dr. J. William Wenrich 
has been unanimously selected 
by the Board as the new chief 
administrative officer for SAC 
and the RSCCD. The 42-year-old 
president of Canada Community 
College in Redwood City was 
chosen from 80 applicants and 
will resume duties on July 1. 

Wenrich is replacing current 
president/superintendent Dr. 
John E. Johnson, who is retiring 
June 30 after 40 years in 
education including the presi- 
dency since 1957. His four-year 
contract sets his annual salary 
at $51,000. Wenrich’'s 
appointment was confirmed ata 
special Board meeting Monday 
night and a celebration followed 
at the Nieuport 17 restaurant. 

Outgoing President Johnson 
called his successor ‘among the 


country.” 

Wenrich has served as 
president of the 8,300-student 
Canada College for the past four 
years and before that served as 
vice-president for administrative 
affairs at Ferris State College in 
Michigan. 

He received his bachelor’s 
degree with honors from Prince- 
ton University and his master’s 
and doctoral degrees from the 
University of Michigan. His Ph.d. 
is incommunity adult education. 

Among his academic awards 
are the Hinsdale Scholar Award 
for the top Ph.d. candidate in 
education at the University of 
Michigan and the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fellowship for theo- 
logical studies. 

His background includes a 
stint as a foreign service officer 
for the U.S. State Department in

On the academic side, 
Wenrich worked as assistant to 
the president and research 
director of the College of San 
Mateo and a research project 
director at the University of

Student awaits decision 


Margie Alvarez, a student worker, took the 
district to small claims court on April 5. 
Because of the State Supreme Court decision 
to lift the freeze on state employee's salaries, 
Alvarez is hoping to receive retroactive pay for 
the difference in minimum wage (from $2.65 
an hour to $2.90). Thomas Wright, dean of 
fiscal affairs, represented the district. Both are 
awaiting the decision from Judge Gary Ryan 
who is researching the minimum wage laws. 


CEFA agreement 


The CEFA (Continuing Education Faculty 
Association) finally reached an agreement 
April 4 on the mediated offer for a newcontract 
which is expected to go to the board for ratifica- 
tion on April 23. 

CEFA had filed an impass because they could 
not agree on terms. A mediator was brought in 
March 30 at their request to solve the 
differences in the contract. 

They came to an agreement which, says Dick 
Brunell, dean of the Business Division, is 
“basically the same as the original offer and the 
same as all the other units. “In addition,” 
continued Brunell, ‘‘a study group will be set up 
to determine the wages and working loads of 
part-time instructors.’’ A study will be done, 
comparing the efficiency of the new agreement 
with other districts.

Calendar debated

At the last Board of Trustees meeting, ASSAC President Ken Clay 
asked the trustees to reconsider a proposal to adopt a calendar 
which would begin on Aug. 27 and end before Christmas vacation. 
The second semester would begin at the end of January and finish at 
the end of May. 

The Faculty Senate held a special meeting on Wednesday to 
decide its position on the issue. Athletic Coach Howard Brubaker 
feels, ‘‘It’s going to be better for the students in that they don't have 
to return after Christmas vacation for exams. The retention for 
classes should be greater.”’ 

The Senate Calendar Committee recommended it because: it 
would reduce the high percentage drop rates; the students seem to 
want it; it would strengthen the college position for new student 
enrollment by being in line with California State colleges and 
universities; Saddleback College is on an early calendar so SAC 
would regain those students living closer to the school: and there's 
an 80 per cent chance of losing reserves, so now’s the time to use 
them to make the transition. 

Fred Mabbutt, political science. teacher, urged the faculty to 
oppose it because, ‘when calendar changes are made enrollments 
tend to drop up to 20 per cent because of initial confusion regarding 
when to register for classes.”’ 

He explained, “Personally I'm in favor of it, but not at this time.” 
Because of Proposition 13, ‘it could hurt the long term funding. It is 
very likely that the state will come up with a permanent system of 
funding for community colleges within the next year, based on 
current levels of enrollment.” 

Other problems could develop since the college has already 
suffered budget cuts due to shrinking enrollment--more students 
taking fewer units; there are no binding agreements with other 
Orange County community colleges, which could result in students 
transferring to be on the later calendar; and major enrollment (adult 
part-time and evening stucents) usually enroll after their children 
are enrolled in K-12 districts. 

However, Brubaker found that, ‘Grossmont College had predicted 
a 12 per cent increase for that year, but only increased five per 
cent.”’ So, there was still an increase and there is no evidence of 
how accurate the original prediction was. 

“The bottom line is what's best for education,”” Brubaker 
concluded. 

According to law, community colleges must operate on the same 
number of days (175) as a high school, not the shorter calendar of 
four-year institutions. Mabbutt feels, ‘This is the basis of all the evil. 
| hope Senator John Schmitz (SAC teacher) might suggest a change 
in the calendar (to the state legislature) to a more logical basis.” 

The Faculty Senate voted to support the calendar. Students are 
encouraged to voice their opinion by either expressing it to Ken Clay 
or attending next Monday's Board meeting. 


Forensics fifth in nation 


In what may be SAC Speech team’s last competitive event off 
campus for some time, the forensics squad, 11 strong, traveled to 
uncomfortably cold Bloomington, Minnesota for the national 
Speech finals and placed fifth overall out of 75 schools. 

Gold awards were presented to the competitors who finished in 
the top five per cent. Individual gold awards were won by Geb Small 
and Frank Castro for extemporaneous speaking. ASSAC President 
Ken Clay captured silver prizes for impromptu and extemporaneous 
events. 

The Interpreters Theatre also faired well despite the cold weather 
in Minnesota (no one froze up before his events). The troupe, which 
consists of Joe Walther, Paul Medaille, Danny King and Brendan 
Beach took a gold award for their 23-minute presentation entitled, 
“The Myth of Masculinity.” Also, Medaille and Walther took the gold 
for duet acting; each took individual silver awards for oral 
interpretation. Beach and King took a silver prize for duet acting 
Speech team members Cindee Johnson and Cheryl Edwards each 
Captured bronze awards in oral interpretation. 

The speech team may only be competing in intra-school debates 


after this year because of budget cuts. A decision on this will be 
made soon.

Editorial 


A new school calendar, does SAC need a 
change? At present there are three proposals 
for a calendar change in the upcoming school 
year. 

Of these three, there remains the alternative 
to retain the present system which provides for 
the ever-awaited two-week Christmas vaca- 
tion, while instruction would begin Sept. 10 
with commencement taking place June 12. 

Another proposal we feel is weaker would 
dictate a week-long Christmas vacation calling 
for the semester to end earlier than normal on 
Jan. 23 to accommodate tranfers to four-year 
schools and commencement on June 6. 

A final and perhaps more radical alternative 
would establish Aug. 27 as a starting date and 
Dec. 13 as an end for the fall semester. In this 
situation, the spring semester would be 
scheduled from Jan. 14 to May 23. Within each 
of these proposals there exists concrete 
foundation for each. However, the early 
calendar appears to be the better of the three. 

Opposition to any change indicates that the 
risks involved in such a move outweigh the ad- 
vantages, and this is not the right year with 
Prop. 13 for change, supposedly. But at the 


same time, opposition will agree that a step « 


towards an early calendar is an academically

sound move. 

In effect, el DON believes that although the 
start of school on Aug. 27 would adversely 
effect some students, primarily those who have 
children who would be starting schoolata later 
date, such a move would be in the betterment 
of education by getting the first semester over 
so there is no lame-duck session after 
Christmas. It must also be understood that any 
time a new system is initiated there will alwa ys 
be certain problems that will need to be worked 
upon. 

el DON fee/s that the need exists for state- 
wide adoption of a calendar which all state 
colleges and universities could use and be the 
benefactors of. This would -necessitate a 
change in the state legislature’s policy of main- 
taining a 175-day school year for community 
colleges as opposed to 162 for universities. 
This would provide a means for articulation 
which would be unsurpassable. 

Also, with more than 30 days Christmas 
vacation time with the early calendar, students 
and faculty members would have an 
opportunity to plan out such a time while the 
need for other long periods of absences might 
be eliminated.

One of the major phobias of the 20th century is the alleged 
“spectre” of nuclear energy. We are constantly reminded of its 
“danger” and “toxicity.” Rely on nuclear energy to produce 
electricity, some say, and it is a sure-fire recipe for disaster. 

Please consider that there is much evidenée to the contrary. Add 
this to the “energy shortage” created by government price controls, 
there seems to be but one course open to us: Put nuclear energy to 
work for us as soon as possible. 

Nevertheless, there are those who, out of their ignorance and 
passion, have ceaselessly attacked nuclear energy in all its forms 
and aspects. They have summoned forth visions of a world inhabited 
with semi-human radioactive ‘‘mutants,”’ hoping to deprive this 
Nation--indeed, this planet--of this much-needed energy source. 

One line of attack has been on the toxicity of plutonium-239, the 
material mixed with uranium-238 to help increase the supply of 
nuclear fuel. It is alleged that this substance’s health hazards are too 
great to permit its usage. 

Plutonium is a solid material: the only way it canbe harmful is if it 
were inhaled in a powdered form, and even then special 
mechanisms would be required to Suspend it in the air. Thus, the 
“dangers” of plutonium seem to be greatly exaggerated. 

Readers must be reminded that the sort of nuclear technology 
employed in the manufacture of electricity is radically different than 
that used to make “‘A-bombs”’. 

This is brought up to make a very important point: another fear 
about nuclear energy is thata “terrorist group ’--i.e., the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization or the Weathermen--could conceivably 
“take over’ a nuclear power plant, and hold entire populations for 
ransom. 

Such a group would have a great deal of difficulty in achieving 
this. There are elaborate ““safeguard’’ systems protecting 
plutonium, and it is handled by a mere handful of persons, all of 
whom must have security clearances. In addition, plutonium is 
transported in armored trucks, protected by guards with “‘shoot-to- 
kill’ orders. 

It is beyond refutation that many anti-nuclear critics don't have 
the foggiest notion of what they are criticizing! . .. many approach 
the subject with foregone, negative conclusions. 

An example: A Committee of Inquiry was appointed for the 
National Council of Churches by the late anthropologist Margaret 
Mead. Of the 21 persons selected for the Committee, 10 were 
clergymen and lawyers with little scientific information on the 
subject. Indeed, none of the 21 could seriously claim appreciable 
scientific knowledge about nuclear energy. 

It is most unfortunate that demagogic politicians have jumped on 
the anti-nuclear “bandwagon.” Sen. Abraham Ribicoff of 
Connecticut--one of the best informed men in the Senate on nuclear 
energy--once stated that “One thirty-millionth of an ounce will 
cause cancer if swallowed.”’ 

The Senator is way off the mark. For one thing, he is mathema- 
tically off by one million times; but, more importantly, only a tiny 
fraction of plutonium that has been swallowed could possibly get to 
the bloodstream through the intestine walls; hence, the probability 
of plutonium-caused cancer is remote. 

There is also the fabled Harrisburg incident. The core of the plant 
was overheating, and the Governor of Pennsylvania thought it 
prudent to evacuate the plant. The national media went berserk, and 
anti-nuclear propaganda was somehow deemed to be “correct.” 

These other, noteworthy facts have not received as much 
publicity. They are (a) the low levels of radiation which escaped 
could not possibly be dangerous, and (b) the emergency shut-down 
system in the plant worked, thus preventing the situation from 
becoming even slightly dangerous. 

And, of course, Gov. Brown had his appointees cancel the Sun 
Desert nuclear power plant project. “Environmental” pressure- 
groups are numerous in California, and active in the Democratic 
Party; the Governor would most certainly like their vote ina possible 
Presidential election. 

The best road for this Nation is to give the “go-ahead” to nuclear 
power--and soon, before it is too late.
